J told Marshall 
that in accordance with Section 1901.31(a)9 of the CIA Rules 
and Regulations to Implement the Privacy Act of 1974, I could 
tell him that Mr. Levinson's counsel filed a Privacy Act 
request with the Agency on 8 December 1977.
